For One Hundred Men 


Widening of the Camp Baldy road to permit 
a line of traffic to travel both ways from the 
end of the pavement to Camp Baldy is now 
under way. Announcement was made several 
weeks ago of the decision of the Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles County to place a prison 
camp in San Antonio Can and use prisoners 
Ito widen the road. 

Wednesday Los Angeles officers with fifteen 
men arrived in the Canyon and immediately set 
about to establish a camp for 100 men at the 
foot of Hogs Back and within a few days road 
working equipment will be in operation and the 
immense task of widening the road started. 

For many months traffic conditions in the 
canvon have been serious, many «hesitating to 
make the trip because of the congestion often 
resulting in a traffic jam which took from five 
minutes to a half hour to unravel.

June 13, 1924, at lv a.m., in the 
office of the Commission; Eighth 
Floor, Pacific Finance Building, to 
consider the question of the insti- 
tution by the commission of an in- 
vestigation into the operation of 
electric utilities during the present 
emergency resulting from abnor- 
mally low precipitation 

Notice of this hearing has been 
forwarded by the commission to 
San Joaquin Light and Power Cor- 
poration, Fresno; Midland Coun- 
ties Public Service Corporation, 
Fresno; Southern California Edi- 
son Company, Los Angeles; Los 
Angeles Gas and Blectric Corpor- 
ation; Southern Sierras Power 
Company, Riverside; San Diego 
Consolidated Gas and _ Electric 
Company; Ontario Power Com- 
pany; Ojai Power Company, and 
cities of Tehachapi, Burbank, Glen- 
dale, Pasadena, Azusa, Colton, Los 
Angeles, Anaheim and Lompoc. 


Of these companies, the Midland 
Counties Public Service Corpora- 
tion, the Ontario’ Power Company 
and the Ojai Power Company pur- 
chase their main supply of power 
from the San Joaquin Light and 
Power Corporation or Southern 
California Edison Company, and 
are included in the proceeding be 
cause any possible shortage in 
their wholesale supply of energy 
will necessarily affect their con- 
sumers, 


The Los Angeles. Gas and Blec- 
tric Corporation and San Diego 
Consolidated Gas and Electric 
Company generate electricity en- 
tirely in steam plants, but are 
included in the proceeding because 
power produced in their steam 
Plants issavailable to the other 
companies through the inter-con- 
nected systems. 

Throughout the state as a whole 
the last winter has been one of 
the driest shown in records ex- 
tending back in some cases for 
fifty years. Such snow as fell in 
the mountains came late in the 
spring and the indications are that 
practically all of it has already 
melted. The maximum flow reach- 
ed by the mountain streams as a 
result of the melting of this snow 
has been far below normal and 
the water is already falling rapidly. 
These conditions will, of course, 
result in an output of hydro-elec- 
tric power far below normal. This 
fact, coupled with the rapidly in- 
creasing demand for power 
throughout Southern California. 
partly as a result of the growth of 
the territory and partly as a re 
sult of the dry year, brings the 
companies face to face with a 
serious situation. During the first 


months of the year the amount of 
electricity sold has been -from 18 





to 37 per cent in excess of cor- 
responding months of the previous 
year. 


The most serious situation is on 
the system of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, which has 
been confronted with the largest 
increase in demand due to the 
growth of Los Angeles and sur- 
rounding territory. This company 
has been making contracts for the 
purchase of all available surplus 
power and is installing additional 
steam plant capacity as rapidly as 
possible. By the operation of 
steam plants at maximum capacity 
the San Joaquin Light and Power 
Corporation and Southern Sierras 
Power Company will be able to 
generate more power than will be 
required by their own consumers 
and this surplus will be nade 
available on the Edison system. 
In addition the Edison Company 
will receive steam power from the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration and San Diego Consolidat- 
ed Gas and Electric Company, and 


has made arrangements for the 


operation of a number of private-j; 


ly owned steam plants in sugar 
factories and other industrial es- 
tablishments. 


The question as to whether there 
| will be an actual shortage is still 
somewhat doubtful, although pres- 
ent indications are that some 
| shortage can hardly be avoided. 
| Unless fall rains are later and 
lighter than usual the amount of 
this shortage will not exceed a 
few per cent for the remainder of 
the year. 





The purpose of the commission’s 
investigation is to enable it to re- 
quire the most efficient distribu- 
tion of the power available and 
to require that any curtailment 
that may be necessary be spread 
as fairly as possible.

Under Hats of Broad Brims 
HE QUAKERS have been celebrating the 300th anni- 
T versary of the birth of George Fox, founder of their 
belief. There are 116,000 of them in the United States. 
Though known as the Quakers their real name is the 
Society of Friends. 


Here is a powerful and unique organization. For nearly 
three centuries it has fought war and championed simplicity, 
truth, honesty and democracy. 


Among the great men they have produced were Benjamin 
Franklin, William Penn and John Greenleaf Whittier. And 
the longer we study them and watch their record and way of 
living, the more we’re inclined to believe that every Quaker 
is a great man. 


You never knew a Quaker that wasn’t a good citizen.a 

George Fox, founder of the Quakers, went to prison many 
times for daring to speak his religious beliefs. Like all great 
men, he had what are usually considered eccentricities. One 
of these was a notion that it was an act of worship to take 
off one’s hat to another person. This was symbolie of a 
belief that reverence belonged exclusively to the Almighty. 

Fox traveled as a missionary, spreading his views. Steadily 
he won followers. The first Quakers who landed in New York 
were beaten and deported. Four of them were put to death 
in Boston by the Puritans, who are supposed to have stood for 
religious tolerance. Finally they founded their own settle- 
ment—Philadelphia. 


The Quakers are the oldest peace organization we have. 
From Fox who refused a captaincy in Cromwell’s army and 
pilloried war in all its hideousness, on through nearly three 
centuries, ihe Quakers have consistently opposed the whole- 
sale taking of human life to untangle the blunders of the 
politicians flatteringly known as diplomats. 

There has been individual exceptions. Many Quakers will- 
ingly entered the American army. to fight Prussianism. But 
their big battle came after the war—against famine and 
disease in Europe. This battle is still being continued. So 
far, the Quakers have expended over 10 million dollars in 
European relief. 


They may not take their hats off to us, but we take our 
hats off to them—as good citizens, none better.

What is. declared to be the 
most elaborate and expensive 
still to be confiscated in Sou- 
jthern California since: prohibi- 
fion, ‘was being dismantled 
this afternoon following a raid 
by Ontario, Pomona and San 
Bernardino officers Tuesday 
evening on the ranch of Gui- 
seppe Bonvento on Cypress 
avenue a stone’s throw south 
of the Ontario city limits. 

3onvento and Gaspace Sar- 
balia were placed under arrest. 

The still was in operation 
when the officers swooped 
down on the place. Those con- 
ducting the raid were unan- 
imous in declaring the plant 
the most complete and expen- 
sive whiskey-distilling appara- 
tus yet seized. The value of 
the plant is estimated at be- 








tween $2000 and $3000. It 
consists of a two-burner de- 
vice with large cooling vat, 


all in copper, numerous appur- 
tenaneces and yards of copper 


eoils 
cous. 


The cooling vat, a copper- 
enclosed appurtenance, stands 
nearly five feet in height and 
is three feet in diameter. The 
still is said to have been 
modelled after those used in 
distilleries throughout the 
country before the advent of 
prohibition. 

Surrounding: the still, which 
was stood up in a frame barn 
at the rear of the ranch house, 
were numerous large vats of 
from 1000 to 1500 gallons cap- 
acity. Gas was the fule used 
to operate the still. 

Bonvento and Sarbalia were 
taken to the San Bernardino 
county jail and booked on a 
charge of violating the Wright 
act after officers had seized 
the still, 3500 gallons of mash 
and about a hundred gallons 
of high grade corn whiskey. 
The finished product was 
found in 5-gallon tin cans. A 
large storage cellar was found 
in the rear of the barn, but 
had not yet been used. In- 
dications were that the plant 
had been inoperation only a 
short time.

O. Hardy and Traffie Officer 
Leon Mengle of Ontario; Con- 
stable Alex. Chambers and 
Motor Officer W. B. Faqua of 
Pomona; and Jack H. Brown, 
chief of the dry squad, Jesus 
Amarias and Emmett Shay of 
the San Bernardino county 
sheriff’s office.
